It simply has
never been put to the test.

Tresidential families have
traditionally quartered on the
second floor, which means about
as much space as a four - Or
five-bedroom home.

First floor is mostly ceremon-
ial rooms uscd on state occas-
1ons, and hardly swtable for
farmly hving snyway, since
several hundred tourists troop
through daily. Below that level
15 the ground floor, wath the
diplomatic entrance and recep-
tion area, offices and work
rooms

Third floor. however, set back
from the front and hidden from
street view by the railing
around the top. meludes six bed-
ruoms and three others that
could easily be converted info
bedrooms.

Also on ihe third floor is the
solarium that has served in a
variety of roles. For Eisenhow-
er, it was a panting studio.
It served as a school room for
